Copenhagen, Dec. 21. — The Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen, the first Insti- 
tution of learning to recognize Dr. V 
A. Cook as discoverer of the north 
pole declared solemnly today that the 
explorer ha» failed to establish a 
oialm to the distinction upon which 
his high honors have been based. 

The committee appointed by the uni 
versity to examine Dr. Cook's record 
recently presented Its report to the 
eonelstory of the university, which re- 
viewed the dedunctlon of the experts 
•nd discussed the findings from every 
standpoint. That both the committee 
and consistory were disappointed was 
noon known. 

The consistory met today and adopt 
ed a written report to the effect that 
the alleged records submitted for ex- 
amination by Dr. Cook had failed to 
prove his claim that he reached the 
north pole. The report declares that 
Cook's papers as presented to the con- 
sistory ar e Without any value and 
that Ihs report to the university Is 
practically the same as that published 
In the New York Herald upon his re- 
turn from his Arctic expedition. 

Copies of hla note books were sub- 
mitted, but the committee onyB theae 
observations, are but only the result 
thereof. 

Accordingly, the committee con- 
cludes he affbrds no proof of having 
reached the pole. 

NO SURPRISE IN NEW YORK. 

New Yory, Dec. 21. — The news 
that the University of Copenhagen 
has declined to accept Dr. Cook's 
oialm that he reached the north pole, 
cam* as no surprise to scientific cir- 
cles here and to many of his friends. 

Cook is now In Christiansand, Nor- 
way, according to William L. Cook, 
his brother. Mr. Cook said the doctor 
had greatly recovered from the rerv 
ous breakdown from which he suffer*i 
when leaving here ana deciaie,. 
explorer was ready to go to Copenhag- 
en, to give the university further L. 
formation concerning his claims. 

“He fooled us all, from the King oi 
Denmark down," was the exclamatloi 
o< John R. Bradley, Dr. Cook's> backei 
in hla Arctic trip, when apprised o. 
th« news from Copenhagen, "and h. 
fooled me with the rest,” Bradlej 
added. 

"As a matter of fact” continued tt« 
sportsman.

«st In Cook, the north pole and evcO 
thing connected with lb" 

Charles Wake, Dr. Cook's closes 
personal friend and the only perse 
besides the doctor’s brother who kne* 
the whereabouts of the explorer i 
the last few weeks, was dumbfound* 
when Informed of the verdict reache 
by the University of Copenhagen. 

"This l* such a severe blow to m> 
that I cannot now fully appreciate It, 
said Wake. "I had every confidence 1, 
Cook, yet I am well acquainted wit 
the authorities In Copenhagen, and 1 
know any verdict they reach 19 ju.-. 
and true." 

Wake said Cook's wife is with hit 
in Norway, but his children are here.

The efforts of certtain persons to 
establish a Wool Growers Association 
for Kentucky, after the American So- 
ciety of Equity had occupied the field 
and successfully pooled for two years, 
Instead of joining forces with the 
parent organization, la beyond our 
comprehension. The present State 
Wool Growers' Association, under 
the American Society of Equity has 
for Its President Hon. Ben Watson 
of Webster county and for Secretary, 
Mr. Silas L. 8tev e ns, of Ohio county. 
No better men could be selected for 
these places and no truer friends of 
Equity could be placed on guard. The 
truth la it looks to us as though cen- 
tral Kentucky did not consider men 
west of Louisville capable of man- 
aging an organization of this kind, 
or they desire to be the entire show, 
and If not In the lead will refuse to 
play. This has been demonstrated to 
some extent In the tobacco organi- 
zations, but there Is less excuse for 
it on wool than almost any other 
product. They do produce a peculiar 
type of tobacco In Central Kentucky, 
but it seems to us that they have no 
excuse for going it alone on the wool 
question.
